QUESTIONS  FROM  READERS 

Is  there  any  information  available  giving 
ihe  number  known  of  the  braided  hair  type 
half  cents  of  the  184o’s?  Are  they  all  of 
equal  rarity?  How  can  I  tell  an  original 
from  a  restrike? 

Many  half  cents  of  the  1840  s  are  Proof 
restrikes.  As  with  most  clandestine  opera¬ 
tions  no  records  were  kept  of  the  restrikc 
quantities  coined.  No  record  of  the  numbers 
coined  of  the  originals  has  ever  been 
found.  One  authority  stated  many  years  ago 
that  eighteen  originals  were  coined  of  each 
date;  but,  as  more  than  that  number  are 
known  of  certain  dates,  this  information 
must  be  discarded  as  being  inaccurate 

All  original  half  cents  in  the  1840’s  were 
struck  from  the  same  reverse  die.  These 
originals  may  be  identified  by  the  large  ber¬ 
ries  (large  only  in  comparison  with  the 
minute  berries  of  the  restrikes)  in  the  re¬ 
verse  wreath.  Originals  lack  the  characteris¬ 
tics  given  below  for  restrikes. 

Restrikes  are  of  two  types,  usually  desig¬ 
nated  as  first  restrikes  and  second  restrikes, 
both  varieties  with  tiny  berries.  A  good 
magnifier  is  needed  to  differentiate  the  two. 

First  restrikes  have  the  letters  in  CENT 
recut.  This  is  most  evident  on  the  uprights 
of  the  N  and  T.  In  addition,  the  ribbon  en¬ 
circling  the  wreath  at  its  bottom  shows  a 
pronounced  double  outline. 

Second  restrikcs  lack  the  recutting  men¬ 
tioned  above.  They  may  be  identified  by  a 
group  of  parallel  scratches  from  the  denticles 
(edge  beading  or  serrations)  extending  at  an 
angle  towards  RICA  of  AMERICA  These 
scratches  in  the  die  may  be  seen  easily  under 
a  good  light.  Originals  and  both  varieties 
of  restrikes  were  coined  in  Proof  condition 
only. 
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As  the  above  enumeration  shows,  some  of 
the  restrikes  are  far  rarer  than  originals 


of  the  same  dates.  Many  of  the  restrikes 
show  flat  spots  on  such  parts  as  the  stars, 
head  and  wreath.  Others  show  file  marks 
on  the  obverse  or  reverse  rims.  Evidently 
the  persons  engaged  in  restriking  thought 
the  resulting  high  wire  edges  looked  un¬ 
natural,  so  they  did  the  most  obvious  thing 
— filed  them  down.  The  restrikes  are  gen¬ 
erally  more  brilliant  than  the  originals  due 
to  the  additional  polishing  the  dies  received 
before  their  re-use.  Both  varieties  of  the 
restrikes  are  believed  to  have  been  coined 
in  the  late  1850  s  and  in  the  1860’s. 

Restrikes  of  all  series  were  once  held 
in  general  disrepute  with  collectors.  This 
is  no  longer  true  as  the  demand  for  re¬ 
strikes  of  the  1804  and  1823  cents;  1827 
quarter;  1801,  1802,  1803,  and  1804  silvei 
dollars;  1873  and  1875  three-dollar  gold 
pieces  and  the  Confederate  States  of  Amer¬ 
ica  cent  and  half  dollar — to  name  a  few 
items — shows.  In  the  Penn-New  York  auc¬ 
tion  conducted  by  Jim  Ruddy  and  Dave 
Bowers  two  years  ago  an  1843  second 
restrike  half  cent  sold  for  $325.00 — far 
above  any  sale  records  for  an  original  half 
cent  of  the  same  date — a  good  example  of 
the  interest  in  these  items. 

I  have  a  nickel  in  my  collection  which 
is  an  overdate  1883  over  2.  Have  you  ever 
heard  of  any  other  specimens  of  this  coin? 

We  have  had  two  1883/2  nickels  and 
have  seen  at  least  five  others.  This  variety 
is  not  new.  It  has  been  known  for  several 
years  but  has  not  been  greatly  publicized. 
The  overdates  we  have  seen  have  been  very 
obvious  with  the  2  very  sharp  and  clear 
under  the  3.  These  have  been  in  conditions 
from  Very  Fine  to  Uncirculated.  We  have 
been  reliably  told  that  this  overdate  exists 
in  Proof  condition  —  probably  from  an¬ 
other  die.. 

The  paragraph  about  unlisted  overdates 
which  appeared  on  page  two  of  Empire 
Topics  #3  has  resulted  in  many  new  over- 
dates  turning  up.  We  hesitate  however, 
to  verify  any  overdate  that  we  have  not 
personally  examined.  A  few  that  are  being 
investigated  are  1858/7  cent  (a  triangular 
projection  appears  at  the  upper  right  corner 
of  the  final  8). 1848/7  half  dime  (same 
appearance  as  the  ”1858/7”  cent),  1836/4 
half  dollar  (we  have  seen  this  coin  and  are 
not  convinced  it  is  anything  but  an  un¬ 
usual  die  break),  1865/4  two-cent  piece, 
and  an  1846/5-0  $10  gold  piece.  When 
more  complete  information  is  available  we 
will  illustrate  these  pieces  with  line  draw¬ 
ings  or  photographs.  We  would  appreciate 
hearing  from  collectors  who  have  any  of 
these  overdates  as  well  as  any  others  we 
have  not  been  informed  of. 

Which  states  issued  Civil  War  cents 
or  merchants  tokens? 

Civil  War  cents  were  issued  by  merchants 
in  the  following  states:  Alabama,  Connecti¬ 
cut.  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentuc¬ 
ky.  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michi- 
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gan,  Minnesota.  Missouri,  New  Hampshire, 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio.  Pennsylvania, 
Rhode  Island,  Tennessee,  Virginia,  West 
Virginia  and  Wisconsin. 

Why  does  one  1787  Vermont  cent  variety 
have  BRITANNIA  on  the  reverse?  It  seems 
illogical  to  have  a  British  inscription  on  an 
American  coin. 

The  variety  you  refer  to  (listed  as  Ryder 
#13)  was  probably  struck  at  Machin's  Mills, 
a  somewhat  secret  "mint”  located  live  miles 
from  Newburgh,  New  York  near  the  outlet 
of  the  present-day  Orange  Lake.  Capt. 
Thomas  Machin,  Reuben  Harmon,  Jr.  (who 
was  given  the  original  contract  for  Vermont 
coinage  by  the  legislature  of  that  state) 
and  a  few  others  were  involved  in  these 
operations  which  lasted  until  1790.  It  is 
apparent  now  that  some  coins  bearing  ob¬ 
verses  and  reverses  of  Connecticut,  New 
York  (Clinton  cent,  1787  Indian  cent,  etc.). 
New  Jersey  (Maris  69- w')  and  Vermont 
coins  were  struck  here.  These  state  coins 
were  in  addition  to  many  imitation  British 
halfpence  with  legends  reading  GLORGIVS 
III  RF.X  (obv.)  and  BRITANNIA  (rev.)  or 
a  misspelling  thereof.  The  subject  of  your 
question  was  the  result  of  a  Vermont  ob¬ 
verse  used  with  a  British  reverse.  Machin  . 
Mills  produced  other  weird  combinations. 
One  of  these  is  a  "halfbreed":  partly  Con¬ 
necticut  and  partly  Vermont.  It  is  listed  as 
Miller  1-1  of  the  1788  Connecticut  cents.  It 
resulted  from  the  use  of  a  Connecticut  ob¬ 
verse  with  a  1788  Vermont  reverse  (the  re¬ 
verse  of  Ryder  #25).

1838  "Small  Stars"  Half  Dime 

The  recent  discovery  of  an  1838  small 
stars  half  dime  in  Uncirculated  condition 
makes  possible  the  clear  illustration  of  this 
piece.  The  1838  small  stars  half  dime  is 
distinguished  by  the  size  and  forming  <4 
the  obverse  stars.  The  small  stars  variety  has 
thirteen  small  stars  with  thin  delicate  rays. 
The  3  of  the  date  is  more  open  than  on  the 
large  stars  variety.  Valentine  lists  this  as 
his  obverse  #1,  but  makes  no  mention  of 
the  smallness  of  the  stars. 


The  large  stars  variety  has  thirteen  large 
stars  with  thick,  blunt  rays.  This  coin  is 
illustrated  on  page  91  of  the  Guidebook. 


The  above  enlarged  illustration  showing 
both  varieties  side-by-side  makes  the  differ¬ 
ence  even  more  striking. 

At  present  there  are  fewer  than  ten  1858 
small  stars  half  dimes  known  to  us.  They 
appear  to  occur  in  a  ratio  of  one  small  stars 
variety  to  every  fifty  or  seventy-five  of  the 
large  stars  variety.  The  rarity  of  this  piece 
is  perhaps  accounted  for  by  a  die  break  ex¬ 
tending  through  the  thirteenth  star. 

'Lhe  1838  small  and  large  stars  varieties 
of  dimes  have  been  known  for  a  long  time. 
The  recognition  of  the  piece  described  above 
provides  similar  varieties  of  the  1838  half 
dimes.

About  Civil  War  Cents 

Civil  War  cents  were  privately  issued  during  the  years  1861  to 
1864.  the  most  prolific  year  being  1865.  The  hoarding  of  regular 
United  States  metallic  currency  during  the  war  years  soon  with¬ 
drew  most  available  coins  from  circulation.  To  fill  this  need  for 
small  change  millions  of  tokens  and  store  cards  of  many  different 
designs  were  issued.  Most  were  struck  in  copper  and  are  the  size 
of  the  Indian  cent. 

Civil  War  cents  may  be  classified  into  two  major  groupings: 
political  issues  and  those  issued  by  merchants.  The  coins  of  a  po¬ 
litical  nature  usually  have  a  portrait  on  the  obverse.  Heads  of 
Lincoln  or  Washington,  Indian  heads  and  Liberty  heads  are  often 
found.  Timely  inscriptions  such  as  UNITED  WE  STAND,  UNION 
FOREVER,  and  THE  FEDERAL  UNION,  IT  MUST  AND  SHALL 
BE  PRESERVED  appear  on  many.  Still  others  arc  copies  of  the 
Indian  cent. 

The  store  card  type  has  inscriptions  of  an  advertising  nature. 
Usually  the  name  of  the  business  and  the  city  and  state  of  its  loca¬ 
tion  are  given.  Hundreds  of  interesting  different  varieties  are  avail¬ 
able. 


With  the  approaching  of  the  Civil  War  centennial  the  import¬ 
ance  of  Civil  War  cents  is  ever  increasing.  An  extensive  collection 
of  these  coins  may  be  made  for  little  expense. 

The  following  is  quoted  from  Civil  War  Tokens  and  Trades¬ 
men's  Cards  by  Hetrich-Guttag  (1924):  "A  little  attention  given 
these  coins  will  repay  the  collector.  An  interest  in  these  pieces  is 
soon  aroused  and  easily  maintained,  and  it  will  not  be  very  long 
before  one  discovers  that  the  addition  of  a  new  variety  to  his  col¬ 
lection  will  be  attended  with  as  much  satisfaction  as  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  a  new  variety  of  the  more  pretentious  series  of  United 
States  coins.”

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The  Transitional  Coins  of  America 

by 

Q.  David  Bowers 

1  lie  popularity  of  items  like  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent  and  the  transitional  half  dimes  of 
1859  and  I860  is  now  taken  for  granted.  What  needs  to  be  called  to  collectors'  attention  is 
that  these  coins  are  actually  just  a  part  of  a  much  more  extensive  series;  transitional  issues, 
mostly  neglected  in  the  past  due  to  lack  of  publicity.  This  article.  The  Transitional  Coins  of 
America",  will  list  numerically  each  type  of  transitional  coin  with  appropriate  descriptive  data 
and  historical  information.  To  our  knowledge,  the  only  earlier  listing  of  transitional  coins 
was  buried  in  United  States  Pattern,  Trial  and  Kxperimcntal  Pieces"  published  in  1913,  by 
Edgar  H  Adams  and  William  H.  Woodin.  This  volume  1 1 steel  the  transitional  coins  but  did  not 
distinguish  them  from  pattern  and  trail  pieces,  a  place  where  they  do  not  belong. 

A  transitional  coin  may  be  defined  as  a  coin  struck  from  dies  of  an  adopted  type  in  the 
year(s)  just  before  the  type  was  adopted  for  regular  circulation;  or  a  coin  with  one  die 
of  the  adopted  design  with  the  other  die  of  a  type  adopted  shortly  afterwards.  This  at 
once  distinguishes  transitionals  from  the  larger  series  of  patterns  which  consists  of  unadopt¬ 
ed  designs.  For  our  purposes  a  transitional  coin  must  be  struck  in  the  metal  adopted  for  reg¬ 
ular  coinage.  This  immediately  eliminates  half  dollars  in  copper,  gold  coins  in  aluminum 
and  other  such  trial  pieces. 

Transitional  coins  have  a  great  intrinsic  interest  to  collectors  of  the  regular  United 
States  series  as  transitionals  fit  quite  naturally  into  a  date  set  collection.  Many  transitionals 
have  been  a  firm  part  of  American  numismatics  for  years.  The  coin  some  consider  to  be  the 
most  desirable  in  the  entire  United  States  series,  the  1849  double  eagle,  is  a  transitional 
coin  As  not  all  transitional  coins  are  listed  in  the  major  references,  the  Guidebook  and  the 
Standard  Catalog,  wre  arc  sure  the  information  contained  in  the  descriptions  to  follow  will  be 
helpful  and  of  interest.  We  have  assigned  a  number  to  each  issue  to  aid  in  future  identifica¬ 
tion  and  for  reference.  The  transitionals  are  described  by  denomination,  from  cents  to  double 
eagles. 


CENTS 


Flying  Eagle  Type 

(1)  We  begin  with  the  popular  and  much  publicized  1856  flying  eagle  cent,  the  exact 
type  of  1857.  Data  in  the  National  Archives  relates  that  slightly  over  six  hundred  1856  fly¬ 
ing  eagle  cents  were  procured  from  the  Mint  for  distribution  among  Congressmen  and  others 
of  influence  in  order  to  secure  the  adoption  of  the  new  small  size  cent.  This  procedure  is  not 
unlike  that  used  years  later  in  1879  in  the  attempt  to  approve  the  four-dollar  gold  piece.  In 
all  probability  the  1856  cents  knowm  today  in  Uncirculated  condition  are  from  the  original 
group.  In  addition,  most  wmrn  specimens  are  originals  which  have  found  their  way  into 
circulation. 

The  Proof  specimens  knowm  are  probably  restrikes  made  in  1859-1860  and  a  few  sub¬ 
sequent  years.  The  1856  flying  eagle  cent  is  found  with  several  die  varieties  which  their  .s- 
suance  at  different  times  would  explain.  From  the  number  known  today  we  would  estimate 
that  nearly  one  thousand  Proof  1856’s  wfere  coined.  In  the  past  several  individuals  have  ac¬ 
cumulated  quantities  of  this  particular  date.  The  most  famous  of  these  hoards  is  the  specta¬ 
cular  group  of  five  hundred  and  thirty-one  pieces  now'  owned  by  the  estate  of  a  former 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania  collector.  An  inventory  of  these  pieces  was  made  by  the  late 
George  H.  Clapp  in  1931  and  showed  specimens  in  all  grades. 

(2)  There  is  one  other  transitional  flying  eagle  cent;  the  1858  flying  eagle  cent  with  the 
laurel  wreath  reverse  of  the  following  year.  1859.  This  coin  occurs  in  Proof  with  both  large 
and  small  letter  obverses.  The  large  letters  obverse  is  rarer  by  a  considerable  margin  We 
would  estimate  a  total  population  of  eighty  extant  specimens. 

Indian  type 

(5)  Next  comes  the  1858  Indian  head  cent  with  the  tobacco  and  corn  wreath  reverse  of 
the  regular  issue  flying  eagle  cents.  The  eighty  or  so  known  specimens  invariably  are  found 
in  Proof  condition. 
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(4)  The  1858  Indian  head  cent,  exact  type  of  1859  (Indian  head  obverse,  laurel  wreath 
reverse),  enjoys  a  status  similar  to  the  1856  flying  eagle  cents.  Just  as  they  have  added  the 
1856  to  their  flying  eagle  cents,  many  collectors  are  starting  their  set  of  Indian  cents  with 
the  1858.  There  are  two  distinct  obverse  varieties:  the  high  date  (or,  more  properly,  the 
centered  date)  and  the  low  date.  The  1  of  the  high  date  is  centered  midway  between  the  bust 
and  the  border.  On  the  low  date  the  1  is  considerably  nearer  the  border  and  distant  from  the 
bust.  Of  the  fifty  or  so  specimens  we  have  examined  there  are  only  two  specimens  of  the 
low  date,  the  balance  being  the  high  date  variety.  Such  differences  are  minor  however  and  are 
of  interest  only  to  the  specialist  in  die  varieties.  We  might  mention  also  several  reverse  dif¬ 
ferences,  all  minor.  One  reverse  has  a  small  center  dot.  Most  of  the  1858  Indian  cents  are  first- 
strike  Uncirculated  specimens,  although  about  fifty  or  sixty  of  the  approximately  two  hun¬ 
dred  specimens  known  are  Proofs. 


(5)  The  1859  Indian  cent,  transitional  issue  with  the  shield  reverse  as  adopted  in  1860, 
is  also  becoming  important  and  popular.  This  is  one  of  the  most  often  seen  of  the  transi¬ 
tional  coins  and  is  in  great  demand.  As  to  rarity  there  is  story  told  to  us  by  a  former 
Illinois  dealer  concerning  the  existence  of  twelve  rolls  of  Uncirculated  specimens —  a  hoard 
which  was  broken  up  in  the  late  1930’s.  We  would  estimate  from  this,  as  well  as  from  the 
number  we  have  seen,  a  population  of  from  seven  hundred  to  eight  hundred  pieces.  A  Bos¬ 
ton  collector  presently  owns  fifty-one  of  these.  Most  1859  transitional  cents  are  in  Uncircu¬ 
lated  condition,  although  a  very  few  Proofs  are  reported.  There  are  two  minor  reverse  va¬ 
riations,  again  of  interest  only  to  the  specialist.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  three  most 
important  small  transitional  cents;  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent,  the  1858  Indian  cent-  exact 
type  of  1859,  and  the  1859  Indian  cent  with  the  reverse  of  I860  (our  numbers  1.  4  and  5) 
were  listed  in  the  1893  Standard  Catalog  by  Scott  as  a  part  of  the  regular  small  cent  col¬ 
lection — where  they  rightfully  belong. 


(6)  In  1863,  according  to  The  U.  S.  Minor  Coinages  1793-1916  by  Walter  Breen,  the  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Mint  struck  many  thin  pianchet  bronze  cents  from  regular  dies.  These  new 
cents,  weighing  forty-eight  grains  apiece,  were  intended  to  persuade  Congress  to  replace 
copper-nickel,  which  was  then  almost  unobtainable  due  to  war  needs,  with  the  more  available 
bronze  metal.  These  are  included  as  transitionals  as  they  are  the  same  type  as  adopted  in 
1864,  the  thin  bronze  cents.  We  would  estimate  the  number  extant  at  one  hundred  fifty  to 
two  hundred  pieces.  All  seen  are  in  Proof  condition. 

(7)  Also  of  interest  is  the  1863-L  cent.  This  is  known  in  bronze,  as  adopted  in  1861, 
as  well  as  copper-nickel  and  other  alloys.  This  coin  has  a  blunt  bust,  unlike  the  1S6-1-L.  We 
know  of  only  three  bronze  specimens,  the  true  transitionals,  and  all  arc  Proofs. 

TWO-CENT  PIECES 


(8)  The  two-cent  piece  series  has  only  one  transitional  issue;  the  1863  two-cent 
piece,  exact  type  of  1861  large  motto.  This  coin  is  quite  rare.  We  would  estimate  that  fewer 
than  forty  pieces  are  known,  all  Proofs.
